LONDON. UP) — Great Britain 
protested to insurgent Spain to¬ 
day against the aerial machine- 
gunning of the British ship Lake 
Lugano, asserting that in her 
opinion the attack was "delib¬ 
erate.” 

The Lake Lugano, a merchant¬ 
man of 2110 tons, was bombed 
last Sunday at Palamos, near Bar¬ 
celona, by two insurgent planes. 

After the bombardment, the at¬ 
tackers swooped down and ma¬ 
chine-gunned the decks. None of 
the crew was injured. On Tues¬ 
day another insurgent plane sank 
the burning wreck. 


WARM SPRINGS. Ga. UP)— 
President Roosevelt said today he 
hoped that Lawrence S. Camp, At¬ 
lanta, running on a New Deal 
platform, would be nominated for 
the senate seat now held by Sen. 
Walter F. George. 

The President, speaking at a 
luncheon in the Warm Springs 
foundation hall, said he was glad 
to have Gov. E. D. Rivers of 
Georgia and Camp, federal dis¬ 
trict attorney, with him. 
REVIEWS SITUATION 

With Gov. E. D. Rivers on his 
right and Camp on his left, the 
President said: "We are very 
much honored in having today as 
guests of Warm Springs Governor 
Rivers, who is an old friend of 
ours, and also a gentleman who 
I hope will be the next senator 
from this state.” 

Mr. Roosevelt conferred 
throughout the luncheon with 
Camp and Rivers, presumably go¬ 
ing over the Georgia political sit¬ 
uation. The luncheon was held 
on the eve of two speeches sched¬ 
uled by the President. 

George is seeking renomination. 
Other candidates opposing him 
are former Gov. Eugene Tal- 
madge of Georgia and William G. 
McRae of Atlanta. 

SURPRISE VISIT

By The Associated Press 
James P. Pope of Idaho became 
today the second administration 
senator to go down in defeat this 
year before a Democratic primary 
opponent. 

He conceded this afternoon that 
Rep. D. Worth Clark, an avowed 
Conservative, had beaten him In 
yesterday’s Democractic balloting 
in which New Deal support was 
the main issue. 

BULKLEY WINS 
’The only comparable case was 
that of Senator Herbert T. Hitch¬ 
cock of South Dakota who lost 
his primary race to former Gov. 
Tom Berry, a Roosevelt supporter 
with Conservative leanings. 

Pope’s defeat tempered consid¬ 
erably the joy of administration 
lieutenants over Senator Robert 
J. Bulkley’s smashing victory over 
former Gov. George White in 
Ohio. B u 1 k 1 e y had President 
Roosevelt’s personal support. Pope 
had been supported by Postmaster 
General Farley, who spoke for 
him, and had been openly and re¬ 
cently defended by Secretary Hull 
for his reciprocal trade treaty 
stand. 

SEN. CARAWAY WINS

Senator Hattie W. Caraway of 
Arkansas, another whom the 
President called "friend” on his 
western trip, apparently had a 
safe margin over her nearest op¬ 
ponent Rep.

TOKYO. —Japan now is pre¬ 
pared to concede to Russia equal 
representation on a joint comrai.s- 
sion for demarcation of the Siber- 
ian-Manchoukuo border, a foreign 
office spokesman said today. 

Japan previously had insisted 
upon a commission of three rep¬ 
resentatives from Japan's protec¬ 
torate, Manchoukuo, which in ef¬ 
fect would have given Japanese 
the majority voting power in ne¬ 
gotiations to settle the di.spute 
over the exact location of the 
frontier line. 

HINTS PEACE 

(Foreign Minister Maxim Lit¬ 
vinoff of Soviet Russia told the 
Japane.se ambas.sador to Moscow 
that the commi.ssion should be 
compo.sed of two Ru.ssians and one 
representative each from Man¬ 
choukuo and Japan. The conces¬ 
sion announcement today, there- 
fere, seemed of marked impor¬ 
tance in diplomatic efforts to .settle 
bitter fighting along the frontier). 

Although the war office said yes¬ 
terday that Soviet Rus-slalan torces 
were reported to be constructing 
new defensc^s on the Siberian 
border, the Japanese people seem 
not to fear that the border inci¬ 
dent will develop into a war. 

Many profess to feel that an 
air raid over Japan proper is a 
possibility, without any declara¬ 
tion of war, and newspapers have 
given particular attention to aerial 
fighting on the Siberian frontier.

HENDAYE, France. (At the 
Spanish Frontier). (A*) — Spanish 
government troops drove a deep 
wedge between the insurgent’s 
strongholds of Balaguer and Lerida 
in Catalonia today in a sudden 
shift of the offensive to a new 
sector.

No sooner had Franco shifted 
his manpower to the Gandesa sec¬ 
tor, 12 miles southwest of the 
Ebro, than the government jabbed 
at his extreme right flank west of 
Teruel and rolled him back for a 
nine-mile advance. 

During all this time, and un¬ 
noticed in the general surprise 
over the sudden government ag¬ 
gressiveness, troops along the 
Segre were carrying out “feeler 
attacks.”

In 7816 precincts out 
of 601 Taft had 281,614 votes and 
Arthur H. Day, 203,487. 

In Arkansas Senator Caraway, 
who like Bulkley received public 
commendation from the President, 
was slowly pulling ahead of her 
nearest opponent. Rep. John L. 
McClellan. The count for 1523 
precincts of 2002 gave Caraway 
76,351 and McClellan 71,540. 

Because of President Roosevelt’s 
show of preference for Senators 
Caraway and Bulkley the admin¬ 
istration figured as an issue in 
their campaigns even though their 
opponents were by no means an¬ 
tagonistic to the White House.

YUKI, Korea (Near the Siberian 
Frontier). (A*! - Japanese army of¬ 
ficers .said today Soviet Rus.sian 
troops had dug in near the crest 
of Changkufeng hill after an un¬ 
successful charge up the ea.stern 
.slope. 

The charge, which took place 
early today under cover of tanks, 
and mountain gun.s, was halted 
after a hand grenade duel with 
Japanese entrenched on the crest, 
the officers said. 

The Ru.ssians then withdrew and 
dug in just outside the range of 
grenades. 

SHELLING RESU.MEU 

Japanese .said Soviet infantry, 
.supported by 40 tanks, al.so had 
been repulsed in a charge against 
“Hill 52," a half mile south of 
Changkufeng. 

Unofficial reports from the 
front said Soviet artillery resumed 
shelling “Hill 52" at 11 a. m., 
after a three-hour lull. They had 
ended a 20-hour bombardment at 
8 a. m. 

(A Reuters — British news 
agency--Dispatch from Tokyo to 
Ijondon quoted Japanese advices 
from the border as saying Soviet 
warplanes bombed Japanese posi¬ 
tions heavily during the afternoon. 
Reuters also said both sides opened 
fierce artillery bombardments at 
nightfall.

RENO, Nev. (A*) — The seven¬ 
teenth annual convention of West¬ 
ern highway officials opened a 
four-day session here today with 
more than 200 delegates and 
guests from the eleven western 
states, Texas, and the district of 
Columbia in attendance.

(A>l-The fu¬ 
ture of the Jewish people is the 
greatest political problem facing 
the world today and the riots be¬ 
tween Jews and Arabs in Pales¬ 
tine easily could assume the 
status of a British-Italian war, 
R. R. Anderson of London told 
several thousand delegates at the 
Southern California conference of 
Seventh Day Adventists today. 

Anderson said Palestine is 
destined to play an Important 
role in world affairs, although 
Britain did not want to accept a 
mandate over the country after 
the World war, and no other na¬ 
tion wanted it.

(A’l—A communique 
from headquarters of the Soviet 
maritime army on the Siberian- 
Korean frontier said today that 
Jaijanese “suffered great losses” 
yesterday in fighting around 
Changkufeng hill. 

The communique asserted the 
Japanese had made “a number of 
attack.s” on Russian positions on 
the disputed hill, but had been 
driven back each time. 

(Disj)atches from Yuki, Korea, 
near the scene of the fighting, 
said the attacks were made by 
Soviet forces against Japanese 
positions and also described a 
heavy Soviet shelling of Japanese 
lines.) 

The Soviet army communique 
said “over the whole area artillery 
fire is continuing.”

Rupert Wlldt, said 
oceans of hot ice exist on the 
planet Jupiter because of intense 
pressure. 

The coldest ice ever made is 
liquid helium, prepared in a few 
laboratories in the United States 
and recently seen for the first time 
at the University of Toronto by 
members of the American Phys¬ 
ical society. Changed from a gas 
to a liquid at a temperature of 
447 deg(rees below zero, the helium 
ice flowed with about the viscosity 
of water. 


WASHINGTON. (A'l—A federal 
scientist described w.ater today as 
a strange chemical combination 
which can stay liquid at tempera¬ 
tures far below its freezing point 
or freeze at temperatures several 
degrees above. 

Dr. N. Ernest Dorsey of the 
bureau of standards said he has 
cooled water to six degrees below 
zero without having it turn into 
ice. This is 38 degrees below its 
“standard” freezing point. 

Other investigators have found, 
he added, that under some air con¬ 


ditions ice forms on the wings of 
an airplane in flight even though 
the temperature is several degrees 
above freezing. 

Water from different lakes and 
streams has varying freezing 
points, Dr. Dorsey explained, be¬ 
cause of differences in the amounts 
of plant material and other chem¬ 
icals dissolved or suspended in it. 
No two samples will turn into ice 
at precisely the same temperature. 

Other scientists recently have 
created ice which flows like water 
and ice which is so hard that it

States senators, a New Dealer and 
a frequent critic of the New Deal, 
faced each other in a Joint preaa 
interview on the U. S. liner Man¬ 
hattan today. 

Both talked, tiut the New Deal¬ 
er saved words. 

The New Deal critic, Edward R. 
Burke, Nebraska Democrat, said 
he favored Vice President John 
N. Garner as his presidential can¬ 
didate for 1940. 

"I will work for him in the 
states before the convention,” he 
said. T’ll work for him during the 
convention and after the conven¬ 
tion. He is Progressive, forward- 
looking and has both feet in the 
ground all the time.” 

The reporters turned to hi# 
companion. Senator Lewis B. 
Schwellenbach, Washington Dem¬ 
ocrat. 

“You may put me down for the 
opposite of everything that Sen¬ 
ator Burke said,” he smiled. 

Burke smiled, too. 

Said Schwellenbach: “We are 
going to k e e p up government 
spending until business cooperates 
with us." 

Said Burke: "Business won’t 
spend anything until the govern¬ 
ment shows some common sense.” 

Both men, with Senator Henrik 
Shipstead, Minnesota Farmer-La- 
borite, sailed to attend the inter¬ 
parliamentary congress at the' 
Hague, Netherlands, Aug. 22 to 27. 

Shipstead said the federal gov¬ 
ernment must do something to 
break up control of prices and 
production, particularly in the 
steel and cement industries. In 
the automobile industry he said, 
competition was quite free, but 
added the industry should be cen¬ 
sured for its over-production and 
its seasonal shutdowns. 


New trial motions had been de¬ 
nied today in four superior court 
cases in which the city of New¬ 
port Beach and the harbor Amer¬ 
ican Legion post won title to 
$200,000 worth of valuable bay- 
front property.

SAN FRANCISCO. (.S»» — More 
than 2000 supporters of the “Life 
Begins at 50” pension plan 
crowded the state building today 
seeking admittance to the supreme 
court chamber to listen to argu¬ 
ments on the $30 a week pro¬ 
posal. 

The court had accommodations 
for only 44 spectators, however, 
and only the very early arrivals 
were allowed in the courtroom. 
The others, carrying placards in 
support of the plan, left the build¬ 
ing and marched to civic center 
where they sang and distributed 
leaflets relating details of the 
plan. 

The arguments before the seven 
black-robed judges were on two 
petitions by Tess Marie Saline and 
Ruth Brown of Los Angeles for 
writs of mandate to compel Frank 
C. Jordan, secretary of state, to 
keep the measure off the Novem¬ 
ber ballot. 

There were numerous interven¬ 
ers as “friends of the court” in the 
proceedings on both sides of the 
issue. The California State Em¬ 
ployes’ association was one of the 
principal “friends” supporting the 
petitions to bar the measure from 
the ballot. 

Under provisions oi the plan, 
state employes would receive half 
their salaries in pension warrants 
which would be issued should the 
plan receive approval. 

A number of candidates for poli¬ 
tical offices, including J. J. Pres¬ 
ton, primary foe of Senator Will¬ 
iam Gibbs McAdoo, intervened in 
opposition to the drive to keep the 
measure from tne ballot. 

Preston, a former supreme court 
judge, and others in the Los An¬ 
geles group which entered the lit¬ 
igation as “friends of the court” 
said they did not represent pro¬ 
ponents of the plan and did not 
necessarily favor the proposal. 

They contendeu, however, tll,e 
people were entitled to decide by 
ballot whether they wanted the 
plan adopted. 

Asked before the court session 
convened today if he favored the 
plan, Preston said he believed in 
the “principal of the proposal, 
but inasmuch as he was seeking a 
national office was not concerning 
hinnself with it as an issue. 

Pre.ston said he favored some 
pension plan and would be willin^g 
to work out some program con¬ 
taining the major features of the 
various proposals. He said he did 
not think the $30 a week plan 
would “hurt” the state as some 
foes of the initiative measure 
contend. 

The plan proposes to give $30 
each Thursday to every California 
citizen over 50 years of age, pay¬ 
ment to be made with $1 state 
warrants. The redemption fund 
would be provided by a 2-cent 
state stamp which would be af¬ 
fixed to each warrant by the per¬ 
son holding it on a Thursday. 

Chief Justice W. H. Waste said 
each side would be given one hour 
and a halt for arguments. Robert 
W. Harrison, chief deputy attor¬ 
ney general, was the first member 
of the legal battery to present 
arguments. Harrison represents 
Jordan. 

Foes of the measure contend the 
title of the proposal is misleading, 
and that the plan is unconstitu¬ 
tional. Harrison said the attorney 
general had the authority to 
change the title before the meas¬ 
ure went on the ballot, and for 
that reason voters had not been 
mislead. 

Harrison said in his technical 
discussion of the history of the 
ballot title and initiative provi¬ 
sion, that the power given the at¬ 
torney general to give titles to pro¬ 
posals was a constitutional power. 

Concerning the constitutionality 
of the mea.sure, Preston said in¬ 
formally that it was no “cinch” 
either way.

Meat Cuts 


•‘What’ll you have, lady—the 
middle slice of the front half of 
the upper part of the right hand- 
quarter?” 

An over-technical butcher may 
ask you that one of these days, 
and If you say yes, you’ll get a 

T-bone—and like It. 

• • • 

Because they get their T-bones 
from the middle of the front h^ 
of the upper part of the hind- 
quarter. And on one side of It 
they get porterhouse steaks, with 
club steaks being sliced from the 
other side. 

• • • 

But there aren’t many of the 
customers who know which part 
of the beef they’re buying, butch¬ 
ers find. Butchers themselves 
aren’t quite so sure until they’ve 
been at It a year or so. Takes 
about two years of apprenticeship, 
in fact, to make a butcher capable 

of "breaking” a beef. 

* • • 

"Breaking” is slang for cutting 
up a side of steer into counter- 
sized pieces. When they slice off 
a steak or a chop. It’s no longer 
“breaking," but Is just plain slic¬ 
ing or cutting. 

^ * 

Santa Ana meat-markets nearly 
all buy their beef in quarters. 
Meat packers do the trimming and 
cleaning, split the beef down the 
back and hang the respective sides 
up In refrigerators. Then they 
break each side into front- and 
hind-quarters, ship it to butchers 
who do the rest of the breaking. 
(First break leaves all the ribs 
but one on the front-quarter.) 

• • • 

First job in breaking a front 
quarter is to cut off the plate a 
brisket, running along the bottom, 
about a foot wide. Meat is used 
for stew, corned beef and for boil¬ 
ing. Adjoining the flank’s top side 
is a row of short ribs. Next part 
to come off is the knuckle and 
shank (front leg); knuckle is the 
well-known soup-bone, and sur¬ 
rounding meat often is used for 

chill, soup or stew. 

• * • 

Above the shank is the big 
round-bone, which provides pot- 
roMt; and above that is the shoul¬ 
der, which makes shoulder, chuck 
or seven-bone roast; depending on 
which name you like best. 

« • • 

Choicest part of the front-quar¬ 
ter—six or seven slices for rib 
roast — comes off the beef just 
above the short ribs, then Is sold 
either rolled (boned-out) or stand¬ 
ing (bones and all). Rest of the 
front quarter—the neck—is boned 
out and used for chill, meat pie 

or mincemeat. 

• * • 

’The tasty barbecue steaks come 
from the hind-quarter. First part 
your butcher will "break off” is 
the suet and fat on the lower side: 
most of it will be sold for soap or 
fertilizer: under it, though, is a 
flank steak that sells rapidly as 
low-priced meat. (Mexican fami¬ 
lies often buy the whole flank. 

Including suet, for tamales and 

tamale pie.) 

• * « 

Butcher next breaks the hind- 
quarter at the hip joint, and slices 
straight up across the front of the 
rump. Then he takes the front 
half of the hind-quarter, cuts off 
sirloin tips from the lower part 
near the hip joint, and gets the 
upper part ready to slice off hi.s 
choice steaks. 

« • • 

Moving from the back toward 
the front of the animal, he’ll slice 
off seven big top sirloins, two 
choice porterhouses, seven T-bones, 
and about the same number of 
short-cut (club) steaks. High- 
priced novelty cuts.— New York 
and filet mignon—are boned out 
of different parts of the top sir¬ 
loins. 

• » • 

There’s a lot of meat left on the 
rear part too. Rump roa.st is finsl 
to be "broken” off, then come 12 
nice cuts of 12-inch-wide round 
steak. (Cut ’em extra thick and 
you have Swiss steak.) Below that 
Is the Pike’s peak (also called the 
heal or triangular cut), used for 
roasts, meat pies, stew; and the 
hamburger-and-soup department is 
located In the shank and knuckle 

of the rear leg. 

• • • 

Since butchers buy their beef a 
side at a time (they get such 
“offalls” as tongue, brains, liver, 
heart, kidneys, stomach, intestines 
on special order), their main idea 
In selling is to sell off the whole 
beef at about the same time. 'That 
causes fluctuations in price, with 
one butcher charging a cent or 
two extra for one cut, a cent or 
two less than his neighbor for 
mother cut. 

* « • 

Fastest selling are the various 
steaks, mostly because there are 
less pounds of meat in a steak. 
Average weight of a dressed car¬ 
cass (two sides, no "offalls”) Is 
.’rom 450 to 500 pounds. 

* * « 

Most local butchers break their 
own beef, veal, mutton and lamb; 
but few break pork. They order 
certain cuts, instead, as the trade 
demands. 

* • * 

Just so you’ll know, though. Bill 
Truihan, manager of McIntosh’s 
market at the Empire, Second and 
Broadway explains which cut of 
pork comes from where: Hams are 
the two rear legs; “picnics” are 
the front leg shoulders; bacon 
slabs come from the sides and 
spare ribs are found just beneath 
the bacon. 

• « « 

Mutton is broken in much the 
same way as beef, with shoulders 
used for roasting, shanks and necks

Consensus of the school offi¬ 
cials, however, was that efforts 
to establish the junior college be 
continued. 

Effect of the meeting, propon¬ 
ents of the junior college plan in¬ 
dicated, probably would be to de¬ 
lay action until more thorough 
study can Iron out several objec¬ 
tions that have been expressed. 

Districts that have appeared 
most luke-warm toward immedi¬ 
ate formation of a union district 
are Orange, Tustin and Garden 
Grove, and officials of these dis¬ 
tricts have indicated they may 
oppose the plan unless representa¬ 
tion on the junior college board 
can be guaranteed on a geograph¬ 
ical basis.

Threats of a county tax rate of 
nearly $1 per $100 assessed val¬ 
uation today drew fire from Super¬ 
visor N. E. West of Laguna Beacn, 
who attacked the proposed $2,000,- 
000 budget as a side issue to an¬ 
other discussion. 

West said he would vote against 
a possible 21-cent increase in the 
tax rate. 

West claimed he was being 
"baited” by Supervisor Steele Fin¬ 
ley of Santa Ana yesterday after¬ 
noon, when Finley hinted flood 
control promotions might be made 
through political considerations. 
WEST BALKS 

"I don’t like the idea of being 
baited with political considera¬ 
tions,” retorted West. "For that 
matter, I’m going to vote against 
this budget because I don’t favor 
tbe raise.” 

West had said unofficially before 
that the threatened tax rate was 
"about 17 cents too high.” 

As the budget stood, it would 
require a county tax rate on prop¬ 
erty inside cities of $1.02, and a 
rate of $1.06 on property outside 
cities, which must pay a two-cent' 
rate for county library and a 
similar rate for road districts. 

Last year’s tax rate was 81 
cents per $100 assessed valuation 
for property inside cities, and 86 
cents for property outside. The 
rate for this year for county li¬ 
brary expenses has been tentative¬ 
ly cut from three to two cents. 
.MORE CUTS DUE 

This year’s budget has not yet 
been sliced to completion, and su¬ 
pervisors declared they planned 
further economies where possible. 
As it stands, however, the budget 
calls for general county expendi¬ 
tures of $1,928,577, as compared 
with $1,490,702 in last year’s total. 

Public hearings on the proposed 
budget must be fixed by super¬ 
visors in 10 days. The budget is 
scheduled to be adopted on or be¬ 
fore Oct. 30, and the tax rate for 
1938-39 fiscal year is to be set 
j by Sept, 1.

Promotion of two flood control

$230. Bigelow, as resident en¬ 
gineer, would be paid $260. 

"I can’t see the necessity of the 
job,” commented Finley. 

"Well, we created the job last 


month,” said Chairman Willard 
Smith. 

“Yes, but we don’t need to fill 
it,” said Finley. "I feel this is 
just a move to advance certain 
persons; let’s change these salaries 
all at once. This is an opportune 
time to bring this up—but I’m 
not running for office; maybe a 
couple of years from now I’d be 
for it.” 

“I don’t like the idea of being 
baited with political considera¬ 
tions,” retorted Supervisor N. B. 
West. “I vote on these things as 
I see them, and politics doesn’t 
make any difference to me. I 
don’t like that way of talking.” 

When the roll was called West, 
Harry Riley and Chairman Smith 
voted “yes.” Finley voted "no,” 
and Supervisor John Mitchell, who 
said he believed no salary changes 
should be made until a general 
revision planned for the time when 
the county budget is adopted, said 
"I decline to vote.” 


Fire Station Insured 


Fire insurance on a fire station 
was ordered yesterday afternoon 
by the board of supervisors, as 
the county got title to two more 
stations and sets of equipment. 

Insurance will be written on the 
new Midway City firehouse and 
ranger’s residence, on motion of 
Supervisor John Mitchell of Gar¬ 
den Grove. Mitchell asked that 
the policy be bought from Ed 
Hensley of Midway City. It will 
provide for payment to the coun¬ 
ty if the firehouse or the fire en¬ 
gine are destroyed by fire. 

On recommendation of State 
Forester Joe Scherman, head of 
the cooperative fire protection 


service throughout the county, 
the board accepted equipment of 
the Cypress and Westminster vol¬ 
unteer fire departments. 

Trucks owned by the two de¬ 
partments, both outmoded and 
with meager equipment, neverthe¬ 
less will be valuable for emer¬ 
gency service in both communi¬ 
ties, Scherman explained. 

Both trucks will be overhauled 
and modernized and their ga¬ 
rages painted; after that volun¬ 
teer crews will be drilled. 

Supervisors also approved a 
contract with the San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano Water company for use of 
its water during emergencies in 
that area. 


Flood Repair Fund Plea Lost 


Lost somewhere in Sacramento, 
where it has been wandering ever 
since the March 3 floods. Orange 
county’s plea for state "emerg¬ 
ency” flood repair funds still was 
unanswered today. 

Supervisor Harry Riley reported 
no luck on a query sent Gov. 
Frank Merriam by the Placentia 
Mutual Orange association, asking 
speed in allocation of the long- 
delayed funds. 

The governor’s polite answer 
said the application now was be¬ 
fore the director of finance, and 
added supervisors would be noti¬ 


fied as soon as an allocation was 
made. 

“■What’s he mean by ’as soon 
as’7” chuckled Supervisor N. E. 
West. 

Funds the county has been 
pleading for were asked from 
$5,000,000 appropriated at a spe¬ 
cial session of the legislature in 
a bill introduced by Assemblyman 
Thomas Kuchel of Anaheim. Most 
of the fund still is in the state 
treasury, despite appeals from su¬ 
pervisors and other groups in the 
county, where it is needed for re¬ 
building of Santa Ana river levees 
razed by flood waters. 


Board ‘Calls’ Laguna Beach 


Laguna Beach’s threat to se¬ 
cede from the countywide police 
radio system had been "called” 
today by four members of the 
board of supervisors. 

Only Supervisor N. E. West of 
Laguna Beach yesterday after¬ 
noon favored the county’s paying 
a larger share than halt the pro¬ 
posed telephone line charges to 
link Laguna’s police station with 
KGHX, the county police station 
housed on top of the county jail. 

Laguna will have to pay $51 a 
month for its telephone line, with 


the county contributing a like 
amount. Councilmen at the art 
colony had favored putting in 
their own radio system, which un¬ 
der federal rules would iJe as¬ 
signed the same wave length as 
KGHX. 

West asked that the county ab¬ 
sorb all but $28 of the charges, 
since $28 is the rental paid by 
Newport Beach, closer to Santa 
Ana. Supervisors Willard Smith, 
Harry Riley, Steele Finley and 
John Mitchell turned thumbs 
down, with West’s motion not 
getting even a second. 


$45 Stand on Avenue Fought

I frequent target for supervisorial 
criticism a year ago, were hurled 
yesterday afternoon as the coimt> 
board discussed the institution for 
the first time in months. 

Starting off the discussion, 
which became heated before it 
subsided, was a letter from T. B. 
Talbert and Albert Sitton of the 
juvenile committee, group ap¬ 
pointed by Juvenile Court Judge 
H. G. Ames to run the home. 
REFUND ASKED 

Talbert and Sitton said Supt. 
Fred Germany no longer was 
staying nights at the home, and 
requested the board to stop de¬ 
ducting a rent bill from his $170 
monthly salary. 'They also asked 
a refund of $162 for board and 
room since April, when Germany 
moved out and a night supervi¬ 
sor was hired. TTie board passed 
the recommendation. ’Then: 

“He’s supposed to stay there,” 
said Supervisor N. E. West. 
"That’s part of the conditions of 
his employment. That place has 
not been a home since I’ve been 
on the board; it’s been a jail. We 
pay the bills and if they're not 
going to perform their duties, 
they’re not going to get paid.” 

“I didn't know Germany wasn’t 
there nights,” said Supervisor 
John Mitchell, board committee¬ 
man for the home. 

REMOVAL HINTED 

“You don't go off at night and 
leave your own children,” said 
West. "If Germany can’t take 
employment on those terms, we 
will just request the committee 
to submit a series of names for 
a further choice.” 

“We’re going to get in trouble,” 
commented Supervisor Steele Fin¬ 
ley, "if we start trying to tell 
them who to hire and fire.” 

NO JURISDICTION 

“I don’t suppose Germany 
spends much time there at- all,” 
observed Mitchell. "He’s not 
there in the daytime—he's out 
running around; and he’s not 
there at night. I don’t know just 
what he knows about the chil¬ 
dren. Of course the judge told 
me we didn’t have a thing to do 
with the home, that the commit¬ 
tee was running it; I don’t think 
they’re right but there’s nothing 
we can do.” 

Supervisor Harry Riley com¬ 
mented that Dist. Atty. W. F. 
Menton and Judge Ames both 
have said supervisors have no 
jurisdiction over the home. “I 
can’t understand why all the con¬ 
fusion,” he added. “Why are we 
trying to run somebody else’s 
business?”

NEW YORK. The stock market 
shifted from one foot to the other to¬ 
day, unable to get started for a defi¬ 
nite swing in either direction. 

A minor .sell-off in the forenoon wa.s 
followed by a slow rally which left 
price.s uneven and little changed on 
the average. Most of the active trad¬ 
ing favorites leaned to- the downside. 

With grains and cotton demonstrat¬ 
ing a little rallying power, stock trad¬ 
ers were encouraged to try the buying 
side after the early dip. A few share.s 
climbed to new tops for the year. But 
generally speculation was in a waiting 
mood and the advances did not go far. 

Transactions approximated 800.000 
shares, about the came as in the pre¬ 
ceding session. 

Bonds dragged along narrow, uneven 
channels. The British pound led a re¬ 
covery in foreign currencies against 
the dollar, but many Wall Streeters 
remained apprehensive over the Euro¬ 
pean situation.

In American histories of the future, the present 
period, which seems somewhat confused and a little bit 
futile to us close-up observei-s, may take on a glorified 
aura as a period in which the United States actually 
learned to keep out of war.

“In the late 1930's the people of the United States were 
tempted several times to become involved in serious 
national quarrels in Europe and in Asia. Although the 
nation was laboring under what were known as ‘hard 
times,’ when wars are particularly hard to resist, the 
people, through their legislators, bound themselv es by law 
to remain neutral, and they kept their pledge. Several 
European nations sent expeditious into the arena of the 
.Spanish rebellion-revolution, but not the United States. 
Several times ‘incidents’ exerted a definite pull in the 
direction of involvement in .Japan’s undeclared war on 
China. All Europe and Asia seethed as the Siberian army 
of Soviet Russia began picking at Japan’s flanks in Man- 
choukuo. The people of the United States, having learned 
a hitter lesson of the futility of trying to settle others’ 
quarrels (1917-1918), kept their heads and made progress 
in the direction of civilization and a higher living standard 
when the rest of the world was insanely rushing toward 
disaster.” 

Anyway, that’s what we hope the histories of the 
future will say. We wish we might guarantee it.

Phooey, New York! 


New York City is in a turmoil of argument over its 
public statuary, and brave Robert Moses, park commis¬ 
sioner, has dared the wrath of many sculptors, their pa¬ 
trons, the arts commission and a fair-sized segment of the 
general public with the declaration that New York has 
“some of the world’s worst statues.”

On the other hand—^but perhaps we’ve said enough.

Imple-say Unk-bay 


Some fiction “swing” stories are going the rounds 
these days, stories which use the elaborate and tortured 
vocabulary that has been dreamed up by the swingsters 
and their following of jitterbugs. 

Such words as noodling, ricky-tick, clamaroo, schmalt- 
zer, cat, gator and dozens of other made-up phrases and 
expressions fill the alleged talk of the characters in the 
stories built against a swing background. 

Trying to read the stuff without benefit of a glossary 
is impossible. It makes as much sense, just about, to the 
ordinary citizens as does swing music to a lover of sym¬ 
phony. 

For the benefit of all concerned, and especially to save 
wear and tear upon the intellectual equipment of those 
vjho are struggling to give swing music a language all 
its own, it is more or less respectfully suggested that they 
adopt the ood-gay old-way ashioned-fay ingo-lay of-way 
oll-schay ays-day, and let it go at that. 

Swing, we suggest, is to music as pig Latin is to ordi¬ 
nary language. Somehow they just seem to fit each other. 

Mexico’s ‘Ability toPay’ 

It is one thing, says Mexico, for the United States to 
pay cash for lands which it takes over for go\emmental 
purposes. 

But, says Mexico, her government can’t be expected 
to follow the cash payment rule, because Mexico’s eco¬ 
nomic situation” has not been as good as ours. 

Such is the substance of Mexico’s diplomatic refusal 
to arbitrate U. S. citizens’ claims on expropriated lands. 

In replying. Secretary Hull might well point out that 
oar government’s “economic situation” has been such 
that it is now in its ninth consecutive year of operating 
on borrowed money. And onr government continues to 
be able to pay cash for what it takes because it continues 
to be able to borrow the money. And our government is 
able to borrow the money because it continues its policy 
of meeting all of its financial obligations. 

It’s barely possible that Mexico’s “economic situa¬ 
tion” might be improved by similar treatment of her 
creditors. 

More Experience 

The home in Hartsdale, N. Y., of Dr. M. S Taylor, 
radio’s widely known “Voice-of-Experience,” has been 
rifled. So Dr. Taylor now knows how it feels to be robbed. 
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NEW YORK.—It is impossible to 
ieny that, as Edgar Hoover says in 
rn article in Collier’s, newspaper 
reporters sometimes do embarrass 
khe so-called G-men and other po¬ 
lice by premature publication of 
news which tips off criminals that 
•he cops are close. But it is not 
necessarily true, and Hoover offers 
no evidence that the murder of the 
Levine boy in New Rochelle was 
caused or hastened by the conduct 
jf the reporter who trapped the 
child’s father into an admission by 
posing as an agent of the kidnap¬ 
ers in a telephone conversation. 

It would seem more likely that 
in this case and in the Mattson 
case the criminals never had any 
Intention to return the victims, and 
killed them as soon as they con¬ 
veniently could. A captive, living 
child is a dangerous handicap to a 
criminal who knows that a murder 
adds little if anything to the pen¬ 
alty he has already deserved. Hoo¬ 
ver, who boasts that many of his 
agents are lawyers and that all of 
them, himself included, know evi¬ 
dence, makes an emotional accu¬ 
sation against the reporters in 
these two instances, but does not 
support it with anything that even 
resembles proof. 

Do you want to know something 
about Hoover? He is spoiled. The 
American press has treated him as 
a sacred cow. His department is 
still talking about the glamoriza- 
tion of criminals long after the 
press took to glamorizing him and 
his men instead. He has been 
praised in proportion to the very 
fine feats of detection which his 
bureau achieved, and a little be¬ 
yond, for the G-men have received 
entire credit for some jobs in which 
other agencies took part. He is a 
great personal press agent, and he 
has pet writers, or stooges with 
access to big newspaper and mag¬ 
azine circulation who scratch his 
back in return for material that 
glorifies Edgar Hoover and the G’s. 

I would like to point out, too, 
that, as Hoover himself has indi¬ 
cated more than once, there are a 
lot of crooked police and prose¬ 
cutors serving crooked politicians 
in various elites in this country, 
and that, as he failed to point out, 
newspaper reporters often have 
turned up and called irresistible 
public attention to evidence which 
local officials were trying to ig¬ 
nore or were too stupid to dis¬ 
cover. The Hall-Mills case in New 
Brunswick, N. J., was so badly 
handled that it was only in re¬ 
sponse to the work of reporters 
that the body of Mrs. Mills was 
exhumed after some time to re¬ 
veal th_ fact that she had been not 
only shot but almost beheaded by 
a knife. It was the enterprise of a 
newspaper that compelled the 
prosecution of Walter Ward in 
White Plains after the local author¬ 
ities had dropped proceedings 
against the son of a millionaire in 
a slight case of murder. 

As Hoover has reason to know, 
the police of Kansas City are the 
minions of the most corrupt poli¬ 
tico-underworld machine that this 
country has produced since the day 
in Minneapolis when several of the 
high-ranking police officials and 
even the mayor himself were sent 
to prison, largely through the en¬ 
terprise of newspaper reporters for 
doing business not merely with 
prostitutes but with burglars and 
stickups, as well. Hoover know.' 
that the Kansas City force is used 
to protect open gambling and pros¬ 
titution in places holding the sanc¬ 
tion of the organization, and to sup¬ 
press these activities in plants 
whose operators do not pay their 
dues. 

A reporter working on a big 
crime story in Kansas City cannot 
reasonably be asked to hold back 
or totally suppress news-evidence 
on the representation of such po¬ 
lice that premature publication 
would be embarrassing. The police 
might be trying to cover up a pet 
criminal. Hoover has had exper¬ 
ience with the Kansas City police. 
He knows that the same is true of 
much of rural Missouri and rural 
Indiana, and it has not been long 
since his own boss, Homer Cum¬ 
mings, was moved to say, apropos 
several inside jobs in the St. Paul 
police department, that there was 
something rotten In St. Paul. 

He seems to need reminding, too, 
that his own bureau, the F.B.I., 
during his own service in the same, 
has been guilty of crooked work, 
with particular reference to the 
Harding era, when Gaston Means 
was a G-man and William J. Bums 
was chief.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON.—After a long 
series of secret conferences, the 
Ford Motor company has made 
its peace with the justice depart¬ 
ment regarding its alleged viola¬ 
tion of the anti-trust laws. 

This grew out of an indictment 
by a South Bend, Ind., federal 
grand jury on charges that the 
Big Three motor companies—Ford, 
General Motors and Chrysler — 
were violating the anti-monopoly 
laws by secretly controlling mo¬ 
tor finance corporations. The suits 
were based on numerous com- 
plaints made to the government 
by independent dealers and fi¬ 
nance companies that the Big 
Three forced them to finance 
through their own companies. 

Following the indictments. Ford 
and Chrysler opened quiet nego¬ 
tiations with the anti-trust divi¬ 
sion for an out-of-court settle¬ 
ment. 

After several abortive attempts, 
Ford lawyers last week reached 
an agreement 'with the division. 
The justice department agrees to 
dismiss the anti-monopoly suit. 
In return the Ford company sets 
up a sort of code of fair-trade 
practice. 

Details are kept secret tempor¬ 
arily for two reasons: ( 1 ) because 
the government wants to submit 
the agreement to the complaining 
independents for their approval 
before officially announcing it; 
( 2 ) because a similar .settlement is 
in the works with Chrysler. The 
justice department hopes to be 
able to make both agreements pub¬ 
lic at the same time. 

General Motors, in line with its 
general stiff-necked anti-admin¬ 
istration attitude, so far has re¬ 
mained aloof from the peace ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Note—Donald R. Richberg, one¬ 
time NRA boss and White Hoose 
intimate, was a Ford representa¬ 
tive in the peace negotiations and 
helped bring about a settlement. 

Taft’s Son 

One republican primary which 
the New Deal is watching closely 
is the Ohio senatorial battle be¬ 
tween Supreme Court Judge Ar¬ 
thur H. Day and the millionaire 
son of the late President Taft. 

In contrast to his brother Charles 
Taft, Robert Alphonso Taft, the 
Ohio senatorial candidate, is a 
bitter enemy of the New Deal. He 
was the man who brought the su¬ 
preme court suit testing out the 
gold content of the dollar. 

Brother Charles, on the other 
hand, was Landon’s Brain truster, 
wrote wrote a book friendly to 
Roosevelt, and was uninvited to 
make a Lincoln day address be¬ 
cause he refused to damn the 
New Deal. 

Despite Robert Taft’s presiden¬ 
tial lineage, Judge Day is the 
more colorful of the two men. The 
son of a country doctor, he work¬ 
ed his way up from hotel bell¬ 
hop, has a notable record on the 
Ohio supreme court. He has been 
waging a poor man’s campaign 
while Taft is reputed to have spent 
a quarter of a million dollars. 

Judge Day was ahead until 
Taft unloosed the purse strings. 
Now it is an even t'reak. 

Don’t Go to Alaska 

A new “don’t” should be writ¬ 
ten down In Jim Farley’s politi¬ 
cal notebook. It should read: 
“Don’t go to Alaska during an 
election year.” 

For while Jim was browsing 
through the northland, the Am¬ 
erican labor party made a deal 
with the republicans — which 
probably means democratic de¬ 
feat In New York. 


Inside story of how this slipped 
through is typical of the present 
bungling within the democratic 
party. It began before Jim de¬ 
parted, in fact before Senator 
Copeland’s death, when the Am¬ 
erican labor party came to Jim 
and wanted to team up with the 
democrats. All the iaborites want¬ 
ed at that time was to name the 
lieutenant governor on the dem¬ 
ocratic ticket. They also propos¬ 
ed to run Sidney Hillman of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
against Copeland. 

Farley, however, turned them 
down. He said that while Wash¬ 
ington was interested in the sena¬ 
tor race, it could not interfere 
with the state ticket and help 
name the lieutenant governor. 
Obviously this was just stalling. 

Post Mortem 

After Copeland’s death, the la¬ 
bor party came back to the dem¬ 
ocrats. This time all they want¬ 
ed was one assemblyman. They 
already had six assemblymen, and 
in order to give their party the 
appearance of growing, they want¬ 
ed seven. 

But even this modest request 
was turned down By this time 
Farley was in Ala.ska, and Tam¬ 
many leaders could not get to¬ 
gether, They said it was too late 
to remove any Tammany candi¬ 
dates from the democratic ticket 
to make room for Iaborites. 

It was only after this final re¬ 
buff that the labor party went to 
the republicans. Here they were 
welcomed with open arms. In¬ 
stead of getting one a.ssemblyman, 
they were promised 12 to 15 as¬ 
semblymen, 6 senators, S judges, 
and 3 congressmen. 

And if Tom Dewey, gang-purg¬ 
ing district attorney, runs for 
governor on the republican tick¬ 
et, the combination will be un¬ 
beatable. That is why so much 
persuasion is being used on Her¬ 
bert Lehman to run again for 
governor. He alone probably could 
beat Dewey. 

Lehman's wife, however, wants 
him to be a senator.

More important than the actual 
discoveries and inventions being 
made today is the preservation of 
the right to engage in research. For 
several years the intellectual world 
has been shocked and disturbed by 
repeated instances of eminent men 
of learning forced to leave their 
work because of intolerance of gov¬ 
ernments to race, politics, religion 
or other special viewpoints. 

This has brought forth many pro¬ 
tests, among them declarations of 
the British and American Asso¬ 
ciations for the Advancement of I 
Science, the Rockefeller Founda¬ 
tion, and various codes of ethics 
and prote.stations. In England the 
journal. Nature, has editorialized | 
persistently to arouse the scientists j 
to impending danger. 

“If science and learning are to 
regain everywhere the immunity 
from interference or persecution 
to which they have been regarded 
as entitled in all civilized commun¬ 
ities for several centuries, it will 
not be by the efforts of a minority 
of scientific workers.” This is Na¬ 
ture’s latest editorial warning. 

“Science will only be re-estab¬ 
lished in its unique place among 
the interests of mankind when 
scientific workers everywhere rec¬ 
ognize their re.sponsibilities and 
are prepared to make fresh sacri¬ 
fices in the cause of intellectual 
freedom. They must educate their 
fellow citizens to the realization 
that science is a common interest 
of mankind, and that whatever 
may be the barriers or the diffi¬ 
culties or the struggles between 
them, civilized societies must ac¬ 
cord J certain immunity and tol¬ 
erance to those engaged in scien¬ 
tific discovery and learning. 

“Besides this, there must be a 
I wide-spread recognition by scien¬ 
tific workers of the normal condi¬ 
tions of tolerance and immunity 
for scientific pursuits in a civilized 
State. These restrant.s—not to 
meddle with or be dominated by 
divinity, morals, politics or rhetoric 
must be clearly understood and 
firmly accepted by scientific work¬ 
ers. The loyal acceptance of such 
a code of ethics or discipline is 
all the more important today, not 
only if objective research in the 
social sciences is to be pursued, but 
also if what is often termed the 
frustration of science is to be 
overcome.”

Do you have trouble remember¬ 
ing names ? I am sure many of 
you do, for it i.s a very common 
failing. If you are a salesman or 
a professional man, it is most im¬ 
portant for you to be able to re¬ 
call the names of the people you 
meet. Not to do .so, may mean a 
loss of income. 

Here are three laws of memory 
to help you: 

1. Attention. 

2. Repetition. 

3. Association. 

And here are some examples 
which may also be helpful: 

' Attention: Listen carefully when 
; a man is introduced. If you don’t 
hear the name distinctly, say, "I 
beg your pardon, I didn’t get your 
name.” When the man repeats it, 
it will, if an unusual name, give 
you a chance to discuss it. If there 
is any doubt as to how he spells 
his name, ask him how it Is 
spelled. This will impress it on 
your memory. 

Repetition: After hearing a 
name repeat it over and over 
again, blocking out other thoughts 
while so doing and connecting his 
name with his features. There 
probably aren't a dozen men in the 
world who look enough alike to 
mistake one for another. Imagine 
you’re lending that man ten dol¬ 
lars; wonder if he’ll ever return it 
to you. I'd be willing to bet you'd 
remember both his name and his 
face, then. 

After he has left, recall his fea¬ 
tures and repeat the name to 
your.self. At home that evening, 
i think of the men you have met 
during the day and repeat their 
names aloud, while recalling their 
features. 

Association: Build up an asso¬ 
ciation between the name and the 
face. 

In one of my public speaking 
cla.s.se.s, we had a Mr. Albright. 
Mr. Albright is in the sand busi- 
ne.'s. So we made up a slogan: 
"Sand makes all bright.” Another 
student was named Doolittle. He 
sells automobiles. Our slogan ran, 
"Do little and you won’t sell cars.” 
Mr. Goldey was a lumber dealer. 
What is easier to remember than 
“There is gold in the lumber busi¬ 
ness.” There was a Mr. Baker. 
He had white hair. Everytime I 
looked at Mr. Baker I vi.sualized 
him as having had his head dipped 
in flour. And so we went on down 
through the list of forty men con¬ 
stituting the class. 

Does this .sound silly? Well 
who knows about it except your¬ 
self? You very likely appear silly 
to your.self at times, anyway, 
when it may not serve a good 
purpose. Most of us do. But 
don’t fail to remember that your 
.succc.ss may hinge on your ability 
to compliment another man by re¬ 
membering his name. 

The late George Horace Lori- 
mer, while editor of the Saturday 
Evening Post, reminded us that it 
was a good thing to have money 
and the things that money can 
buy: but that it is good, too, to 
check up once in a while and make 
sure we haven’t lost the thing8 
that money can't buy.
